To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Stratham  in  the 
County  of  Rockingham  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in 
Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Lower  Town 
Hall  in  said  Stratham  on  Tuesday,  the  12th  day  of 
March,  next,  at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act 
upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make 
appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate one  hundred  ninety  one  dollars  and  eighty  one 
cents  ($191.81)  against  the  State's  twelve  hundred 
seventy  eight  dollars  and  seventy  one  cents  ($1,278.71) 
for  State  Aid  Construction. 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  one  percent 
discount  on  such  property  taxes  as  are  paid  by  August 
15th,  or  within  thirty  days  from  the  day  upon  which 
the  collector  receives  his  warrant,  whichever  is  later; 
the  date  to  be  printed  on  the  tax  bills. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  salaries  of 
the  Selectmen  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  each,  or 
hire  the  services  of  a  bookkeeper  or  some  one  to  take 
care  of  the  book  work  involved  by  that  office,  and  also 
to  take  care  of  the  Highway  Department  books. 
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6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  an  ordinance 
to  protect  the  health  and  promote  the  safety,  conven- 
ience, and  general  welfare  of  the  community  by  regulat- 
ing the  construction  of  buildings  in  the  Town  of  Strat- 
ham. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  an  ordinance 
to  protect  the  health  and  promote  the  safety,  conven- 
ience, and  general  welfare  of  the  community  by  regulat- 
ing the  use  of  land  in  the  Town  of  Stratham. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

9.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  this  meeting. 

(The  polls  will  be  open  from  10:00  A.M.  to  6:00  P.M. 
at  the  lower  Town  Hall  to  elect  town  officers ;  discussion 
and  action  on  the  articles  in  the  warrant  at  8:00  P.M. 
at  the  Memorial  School.)

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BUILDING  ORDINANCE 
FOR  THE 

TOWN  OF  STRATHAM,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 


To  promote  the  health,  safety,  convenience,  and  gen- 
eral welfare  of  the  community  by  regulating  the  con- 
struction of  buildings  thereon  in  the  Town  of  Stratham, 
the  following  ordinance  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  voters 
of  the  Town  of  Stratham,  New  Hampshire,  in  annual 
town  meeting  convened: 

ARTICLE  I 

Restrictions 

All  land  shall  be  subject  to  the  following  regulations, 
restrictions  and  conditions : 

Section  1.  No  buildings  or  structure  shall  be  erected, 
and  no  structure  shall  be  altered,  maintenance  excluded, 
without  a  building  permit  from  the  Building  Inspector, 
to  whom  adequate  plans  and  specifications  of  the  pro- 
posed building  or  alterations  shall  be  submitted.  The 
fees  for  permits  shall  be  according  to  the  following 
schedule : 

Value  Permit  Fees 

$.00  to  $500  $  1.00 

$500  to  $1,000  2.00 

$1,000  to  $5,000 5.00 

$5,000  to  $10,000   , 10.00 

Over  $10,000  15.00 

Section  2.  The  Town  Building  Inspector  shall  base 
his  approval  or  rejection  on  the  provisions  of  this  ordin- 
ance. The  requirements  are  as  follows : 

a.  Foundations  shall  be  constructed  of  solid  cement, 
brick,  cement-block,  or  stone.  Industrial  structures  and 
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accessory  buildings  may  be  set  on  brick,  stone,  or  cement 
piers. 

b.  Chimneys  shall  be  constructed  of  stone  or  brick  to 
the  ground  or  according  to  board  of  underwriters  speci- 
fications, all  entrances  shall  be  of  fire-proof  construction. 

c.  Buildings  must  be  framed  according  to  good  build- 
ing practices  and  outside  walls  shall  be  constructed  of 
wood,  or  fire-resistant  shingles,  siding,  clapboards, 
brick  or  stucco,  and  all  dwellings  of  material  customarily 
painted  shall  be  painted. 

d.  Roofs  shall  be  constructed  of  wood,  fire-resistant 
shingles,  metal,  or  fire-resisting  composition. 

e.  Every  dwelling  shall  have  a  minimum  ground  floor 
area  of  720  square  feet  for  each  apartment. 

f .  Sewerage :  All  dwellings  and  buildings  in  public  and 
private  use  shall  be  equipped  with  flush  toilet,  septic 
tank,  and  adequate  disposal  facilities. 

ARTICLE  II 

Exceptions 

The  restrictions  contained  in  Article  I,  Section  (a)  to 
(f)  inclusive  shall  not  apply  in  the  case  of  the  small 
dairy  rooms,  root  cellars,  poultry  houses,  farm  and 
storage  sheds,  and  other  similar  small  structures  to  be 
so  located  on  the  owner's  property  as  not  to  menace  the 
property  of  another.  However,  such  building  shall  not 
become  the  permanent  dwelling  of  any  family  unit. 

ARTICLE  III 

Town  Building  Inspector 

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  shall  annually  appoint  a  Town  Build- 
ing Inspector  who  shall  perform  the  duties  pertaining  to 
his  office  as  designated  in  the  provisions  of  this  Ordin- 
ance. 
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Section  2.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  make  known 
his  decision  within  ten  days  from  the  date  he  receives 
the  application  and  he  shall  make  inspections  of  all  build- 
ings in  a  process  of  construction  and  report  in  writing 
any  or  all  violations  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Section  3.  The  Town  Building  Inspector  shall  retain 
each  application  fee  which  shall  constitute  full  compen- 
sation for  his  services. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
Administration 

Section  1.     Applications  and  Permits. 

a.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
and  the  Board  is  hereby  given  power  and  authority  to 
enforce  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

b.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  require  that  the  ap- 
plication for  a  building  permit  include  a  plot  plan  and 
contain  all  necessary  information  to  enable  the  Building 
Inspector  to  ascertain  whether  the  proposed  building  or 
structure  and  its  intended  use  comply  with  the  provis- 
ions of  this  Ordinance. 

c.  No  building  permit  shall  be  issued  until  the  Build- 
ing Inspector  has  certified  that  the  proposed  building 
and  its  intended  use  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance. 

d.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  commence 
work  for  erection  of  any  building  or  structure  until  a 
permit  has  been  duly  granted  for  such  erection  or  alter- 
ation by  the  Building  Inspector  and  posted  on  premises. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Board  of  Adjustment 

Section  1.  The  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  Board  of 
Adjustment  as  provided  in  the  N.  H.  Revised  Statutes 
Annotated,  Chapter  31. 
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Section  2.  The  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  have  the 
following  powers: 

a.  To  hear  and  decide  appeals  either  by  the  applicant 
or  other  property  owners  in  the  vicinity  where  it  is 
alleged  there  is  error  in  any  order,  requirement,  decision, 
or  determination  made  by  an  administrative  official  in 
the  enforcement  of  this  Ordinance. 

b.  To  hear  and  decide  special  exceptions  to  the  terms 
of  this  Ordinance. 

c.  To  authorize,  upon  appeal,  in  specific  cases,  such 
variance  from  the  terms  of  this  Ordinance  as  will  not  be 
contrary  to  the  public  interest,  where,  owing  to  special 
conditions,  a  literal  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance  will  result  in  unnecessary  hardships,  and  so 
that  the  spirit  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  observed  and 
substantial  justice  done. 

d.  The  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  make  rules  as  to 
the  manner  of  filing  appeals  or  applications  for  special 
exceptions  or  for  variance  from  the  terms  of  this 
Ordinance.  A  payment  of  the  estimated  cost  of  giving 
notice  is  herein  required  by  the  appellant. 

e.  Upon  filing  an  appeal  or  an  application  for  special 
exception  from  the  terms  of  this  Ordinance  with  the 
Board  of  Adjustment,  the  Board  shall  fix  a  reasonable 
time  for  the  hearing  of  the  appeal  or  the  application  for 
special  exception,  give  public  notice  thereof,  as  well  as 
due  notice  to  the  parties  in  interest  and  decide  the  same 
within  a  reasonable  time. 

f.  The  said  notices  shall  state  the  location  of  the 
building  or  lot,  and  the  general  nature  of  the  question 
involved. 

g.  In  exercising  the  above-mentioned  powers  the 
Board  may,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  thereof, 
reverse  or  affirm  wholly  or  partly,  or  may  modify  the 
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order,  requirement,  decision  or  determination  appealed 
from  and  may  make  such  orders  or  decision  as  ought  to 
be  made,  and  to  that  end  shall  have  all  the  powers  of 
the  officer  from  whom  the  appeal  is  taken. 

h.  The  concurring  vote  of  three  members  of  the 
Board  shall  be  necessary  to  reverse  any  action  of  ad- 
ministrative officials  or  to  decide  in  favor  of  the  appli- 
cant on  any  matter  upon  which  it  is  required  to  pass 
under  any  such  Ordinance,  or  to  effect  any  variation  in 
any  such  Ordinance. 

ARTICLE  VI. 
Amendments 

The  regulations  and  restrictions,  as  provided  in  this 
Ordinance,  may  from  time  to  time  be  amended,  supple- 
mented, changed,  modified,  or  repealed  by  a  resolution 
adopted  at  a  regular  or  special  meeting  of  the  Town, 
setting  forth  the  proposed  amendment.  A  public  hearing 
shall  be  held  thereon,  after  notice  as  required  by  law, 
and  prior  to  the  Town  Meeting  at  which  the  amendment 
is  to  be  proposed.  Such  amendment  shall  not  become 
effective  except  by  the  favorable  vote  of  the  majority 
of  the  voting  members  attending  and  voting  at  a 
regular  or  special  meeting  of  the  Town. 

ARTICLE  VII. 
General  Provisions 

Section  1.  Validity.  Should  any  section  or  provision 
of  this  Ordinance  be  declared  by  a  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  to  be  invalid,  such  decision  shall  not  affect 
the  validity  of  the  Ordinance  as  a  whole  or  of  any  part 
thereof. 

Section  2.  Interpretation.  In  interpreting  and  apply- 
ing the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  they  shall  be  held 
to  be  the  minimum  requirements  for  the  promotion  of 
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the  health,  safety,  morals,  and  general  welfare  of  the 
Town  of  Stratham  and  its  citizens. 

Section  3.     Penalties    and    Remedy    for    Violations. 

Whoever  violates  any  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  ($10.00) 
a  day  for  each  day  of  violation. 

Section  4.     This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  immed- 
iately upon  its  passage. 
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PROPOSED  ZONING  AND  LAND  USE  ORDINANCE 

FOR  THE 
TOWN  OF  STRATHAM,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 


An  ordinance  to  promote  the  health,  safety,  conven- 
ience and  general  welfare  of  the  community  by  regulat- 
ing the  use  of  land  in  the  Town  of  Stratham. 

ARTICLE  I. 
Preamble 

In  pursuance  of  authority  conferred  by  Chapter  31, 
Sections  60-89,  N.  H.  Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  1955, 
and  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  health,  safety, 
morals,  prosperity,  convenience  of  general  welfare,  as 
well  as  efficiency  and  economy  in  the  process  of  develop- 
ment, of  the  inhabitants  of  the  incorporated  Town  of 
Stratham,  New  Hampshire,  by  securing  safety  from  fire, 
panic  and  other  dangers,  providing  adequate  areas  be- 
tween buildings  and  various  rights  of  way,  by  preserv- 
ing the  rural  charm  now  attached  to  our  town,  the 
promotion  of  good  civic  design  and  arrangements,  wise 
and  efficient  expenditure  of  public  funds,  and  the 
adequate  provision  of  public  utilities  and  other  public 
requirements,  and  by  other  means,  now  therefore  the 
following  ordinance  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  voters 
of  the  Town  of  Stratham,  New  Hampshire,  in  official 
annual  meeting  convened. 

ARTICLE  II. 
Districts 

For  the  purpose  of  this  Ordinance  the  Town  of  Strat- 
ham is  divided  into  districts  as  shown  in  the  zoning  map 
filed  with  the  Town  Clerk  and  dated,  and  including 
the  following :  (1)  Residential- Agricultural  District ;  (2) 
Industrial  District. 
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ARTICLE  III. 
General  Provisions 

A.  No  junk  yard  or  place  for  the  storage  of  discarded 
machinery,  vehicles,  glass,  paper,  cordage,  garbage, 
refuse,  or  other  waste  or  discarded  material  shall  be 
maintained  in  the  Town,  exclusive  of  the  area  known  as 
the  Town  Dump. 

B.  No  owner  or  occupant  of  land  shall  permit  fire  or 
other  ruins  to  be  left,  but  shall  remove  same  to  ground 
level  within  two  years. 

C.  The  removal  of  clay,  sod,  loam,  sand,  or  gravel  is 
permitted  either  for  private  use  or  for  sale  if,  when 
the  supply  is  depleted,  the  area  is  re-graded,  reloamed, 
reseeded  or  otherwise  re-covered  to  assure  that  the 
premises  will  be  left  in  sightly  condition  and  protected 
against  erosion. 

D.  Any  uses  that  may  be  obnoxious  or  injurious  by 
reason  of  the  production  or  emission  of  odor,  dust, 
smoke,  refuse  matter,  fumes,  noise  vibration,  or  similar 
conditions,  or  that  are  dangerous  to  the  comfort,  peace, 
enjoyment,  health  or  safety  of  the  community  or  lending 
to  its  disturbance  or  annoyance  are  prohibited. 

E.  Property  owners  of  business,  profession,  or  service 
enterprises  shall  be  allowed  advertising  signs  which 
advertise  activities  conducted  on  the  premises. 

F.  Sanitary  Protection. 

1.  No  privy,  cesspool,  septic  tank,  or  sewage  disposal 
area  shall  be  constructed  or  maintained  less  than  75 
feet  from  the  edge  of  a  public  water  body ;  from  a  well ; 
or  from  a  dwelling  other  than  that  to  which  it  is  appurt- 
enant. 

2.  No  waste  waters  or  sewage  shall  be  permitted  to 
run  free  into  a  public  water  body  or  be  discharged  in  any 
way  that  may  be  offensive  or  detrimental  to  the  health 
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of  others.  All  such  waste  shall  be  conveyed  away  under- 
ground through  use  of  an  accepted  sanitary  system  or 
in  such  a  way  that  it  will  not  be  offensive  or  detrimental 
to  health. 

3.  All  dwellings  and  sanitary  systems  should  be  con- 
structed and  maintained  in  accordance  with  standards 
set  and  enforced  by  the  N.  H.  State  Department  of 
Health  and  by  the  N.  H.  Water  Pollution  Commission. 

4.  No  building  or  land  shall  hereafter  be  used  or 
occupied  and  no  building  or  part  thereof  shall  be  erected, 
moved,  or  altered  except  in  conformity  with  the  regula- 
tions. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
Residential- Agricultural  District 

A  building  may  be  erected,  altered  or  used,  and  a  lot 
may  be  used  or  occupied  for  the  following  purposes,  and 
in  accordance  with  the  following  provisions: 

A.  Land  Requirements. 

1.  Frontage.  Every  building  lot  shall  have  a  minimum 
frontage  of  100  feet  provided  that  where  lots  are  located 
on  the  exterior  of  a  curving  street,  a  shorter  front 
dimension  shall  be  permitted  provided  the  average  width 
of  the  lot  measured  across  its  center  shall  be  100  feet. 

2.  Front  Yard.  There  shall  be  between  the  nearest 
right  of  way  and  the  extreme  front  of  any  building  a 
minimum  depth  of  25  feet. 

3.  Side  and  Back  Yard.  No  building  shall  be  located 
nearer  than  ten  feet  of  the  property  lines  of  any  abutter. 

4.  Minimum  Land  Area.  No  lot  shall  be  less  than 
20,000  square  feet. 
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B.  The  buying,  selling,  and  exposing  for  sale  of  home 
produce  and  products. 

C.  The  office  of  a  professional  person  located  in  the 
house  in  which  he  resides. 

D.  Funeral  homes. 

E.  Taking  of  boarders  or  the  leasing  or  renting  of 
rooms  by  a  resident  famliy. 

F.  Customary  home  occupations  such  as  millinery, 
dressmaking,  hairdressing,  or  manicuring,  carried  on  in 
the  house  by  a  person  resident  therein. 

G.  Retail  stores,  established  for  the  convenience  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  town,  provided  adequate  allowance 
is  made  for  off-the-street  parking. 

ARTICLE  V. 
Industrial  District 

The  Industrial  District  shall  meet  the  following  re- 
quirements : 

1.  Dwellings  permitted  in  the  Residential-Agriculture 
District  shall  be  excluded. 

2.  An  industry  shall  be  located  at  least  60'  from  the 
edge  of  any  right  of  way,  and  not  less  than  20'  from  each 
side  and  rear  boundary. 

3.  An  industry  must  provide  adequate  parking  facil- 
ities for  (a)  freight  and  delivery  trucks,  and  (b)  em- 
ployee parking. 

4.  An  industry  must  not  offend  by  reason  of  the 
emission  of  smoke,  dust,  gas,  noise,  odor  or  fumes. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

Trailers,  Mobile  Homes,  Trailer  Parks 
and  Mobile  Home  Parks 

A.  Trailers  and  Mobile  homes. 

A  single  trailer  or  a  single  mobile  home  may  be  located 
anywhere  in  the  Residential-Agricultural  District  pro- 
vided it  meets  all  frontage,  front  yard,  side  and  back 
yard,  minimum  land  area,  and  Sanitary  Protection  re- 
quirements specified  in  this  ordinance  for  buildings  and 
lots  located  in  the  Residential-Agricultural  District. 

B.  Trailer  Parks  and  Mobile  Home  Parks. 

Trailer  parks  and  mobile  parks  may  be  located  any- 
where in  the  Township  provided  they  are  500  feet  distant 
from  the  nearest  dwelling  at  the  time  of  establishment 
and  further  provided  that: 

1.  Each  mobile  home  space  shall  contain  a  minimum 
of  2,400  square  feet ;  shall  be  at  least  45  feet  wide ;  and 
shall  abut  on  a  roadway  of  not  less  than  30  feet,  if  off- 
street  parking  is  provided,  otherwise  40  feet.  Such 
spaces  shall  be  clearly  defined,  and  trailers  or  mobile 
homes  shall  be  parked  in  such  spaces  so  that  there  will 
be  a  minimum  of  20  feet  between  trailers  or  mobile 
homes  and  any  attachments  thereon,  and  so  that  no 
trailer  or  mobile  home  will  be  less  than  10  feet  from  the 
exterior  boundary  of  the  park. 

2.  In  all  trailer  and  mobile  home  parks  roadways  shall 
be  well-drained,  graveled,  hard-surfaced  or  paved  and 
maintained  in  good  condition  and  be  lighted  at  night. 

3.  Access  roads  shall  be  provided  to  each  trailer  or 
mobile  home  space.  Each  access  road  shall  be  continuous ; 
shall  connect  with  a  street  or  highway;  and  shall  have 
a  minimum  width  of  20  feet. 
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4.  Areas  shall  be  provided  for  the  parking  of  motor 
vehicles.  Such  areas  shall  accommodate  at  least  the 
number  of  vehicles  equal  to  the  number  of  trailer  or 
mobile  home  spaces  provided. 

ARTICLE  VII. 
Nonconforming  Uses  and  Buildings 

A.  Any  nonconforming  use  of  land  or  building  (other 
than  uses  specified  in  B  and  C  below)  may  continue  in 
their  present  use,  except  that  any  nonconforming  use 
or  building  may  not  be: 

1.  Changed  to  another  nonconforming  use; 

2.  Re-established  after  discontinuance  for  one  year 
except  to  a  use  conforming  to  this  ordinance ; 

3.  Extended  or  enlarged; 

B.  No  junk  yard  may  continue  as  a  nonconforming 
use  for  more  than  one  year  after  the  effective  date  of 
this  Ordinance,  except  that  a  junk  yard  may  continue  as 
a  nonconforming  use  if  within  the  period  it  is  completely 
enclosed  within  a  continuous  solid  fence  of  such  height, 
not  less  than  eight  feet  high  in  any  case,  as  to  screen 
completely  the  operations  of  the  junk  yard.  Plans  of 
such  building  or  fence  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  before  it  is  erected. 

C.  No  outdoor  advertising  structure  may  continue  as 
a  nonconforming  use  for  more  than  two  years  after  the 
effective  date  of  this  Ordinance  unless  it  is  designed 
to  direct  attention  to  a  business  or  profession  conducted 
on  the  premises  or  within  the  town. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Enforcement 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
the  Board  is  hereby  given  power  and  authority  to  en- 
force the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 
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2.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  issue  any  and  all 
building  permits  requested  when  such  permit  is  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

3.  After  passage  of  this  ordinance,  it  shall  be  unlawful 
to  erect  any  structure  or  building,  or  alter  any  building 
or  relocate  any  building  except  accessory  building,  with- 
out first  obtaining  a  building  permit  from  the  Building 
Inspector. 

4.  No  permit  shall  be  required  for  remodeling  where 
the  purpose  for  which  the  building  is  to  be  used  is  not 
changed. 

5.  Upon  any  well-founded  information  that  this  Ordin- 
ance is  being  violated,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  take 
immediate  steps  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  ordin- 
ance by  seeking  an  injunction  in  the  Superior  Court  or 
by  any  other  legal  action. 

ARTICLE  IX. 
Board  of  Adjustment 

Within  thirty  days  after  the  adoption  of  this  ordin- 
ance and  thereafter  as  terms  expire  or  vacancies  occur, 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  make  appointments  to  a 
Board  of  Adjustment  of  five  members  conforming  in 
duties  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  31  of  the  N.  H. 
Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  1955.  Thereafter  as  terms 
expire  or  vacancies  occur,  the  appointing  Authority  shall 
be  responsible  for  filling  vacancies  and  maintaining  full 
membership  on  the  Board  of  Adjustment.  The  Board  of 
Adjustment  here  provided  shall  conform  in  membership 
and  term  of  office  to  the  provisions  of  Section  67, 
Chapter  31,  N.  H.  Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  1955.  In 
addition  to  the  general  powers  granted  said  Board  of 
Adjustment  by  said  Chapter  31,  it  may,  in  harmony  with 
and  subject  to  its  provisions: 
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A.  Permit  a  nonconforming  temporary  use  for  an 
initial  period  of  not  more  than  two  years.  Permits  may 
be  renewed  by  the  Board  of  Adjustment  for  successive 
periods  of  not  more  than  one  year  each. 

B.  Waive  the  Residential  and  Agricultural  District 
frontage  requirements  where  there  are  unusual  con- 
ditions of  street  curvature,  topography  or  subsurface 
conditions.  In  such  cases,  however,  the  average  width 
of  the  lot  shall  be  equal  to  or  greater  than  the  frontage 
requirements. 

C.  Permit  in  the  Residential-Agricultural  District  a 
commercial  or  an  industrial  use  which,  at  a  public  hear- 
ing, proves  it  can  meet  the  following  requirements : 

1.  Be  located  at  least  60'  from  the  edge  of  any  right 
of  way,  and  not  less  than  20'  from  each  side  and  rear 
boundary. 

2.  Provide  adequate  parking  facilities  to  accommodate 
vehicles  attracted  by  the  business. 

3.  Does  not  offend  by  reason  of  the  emission  of  smoke, 
dust,  gas,  noise,  odor,  or  fumes. 

ARTICLE  X. 
Amendments 

This  ordinance  may  be  amended  by  a  majority  vote 
of  any  legal  Town  Meeting  when  such  amendment  is 
published  in  the  warrant  calling  for  the  meeting,  and 
when  such  amendment  has  received  a  public  hearing, 
which  hearing  has  been  advertised  and  given  a  legal 
fifteen-day  notice. 

ARTICLE  XL 

Every  person,  persons,  firm  or  corporation  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  fined  not 
more  than  ten  dollars  upon  conviction  for  each  day  such 
violation  may  exist. 
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ARTICLE  XII. 
Saving  Clause 

The  invalidity  of  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall 
not  effect  the  validity  of  any  other  provisions. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 
When  Effective 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  Ordinance,  certain  terms  are 
defined  as  provided  in  this  section. 

A.  Home  produce  and  products  means  and  includes 
everything  of  an  agricultural  nature  grown,  produced, 
conditioned  or  otherwise  carried  on  the  property  of  the 
resident,  also  such  articles  as  are  manufactured  or 
altered  by  members  of  the  household  of  the  bona  fide 
resident  of  any  property. 

B.  Right  of  Way  means  and  includes  all  town,  state 
and  federal  highways  and  the  land  on  either  side  of 
same  as  covered  by  statutes  to  determine  the  widths  of 
the  rights  of  way. 

C.  Accessory  building  means  a  building  subordinate 
to  the  main  building  on  a  lot  used  for  purposes  custom- 
arily incidental  to  those  of  the  main  building. 

D.  Trailer  Park  or  Mobile  Home  Park  means  a  land 
area  occupied  or  designed  for  occupancy  by  two  or  more 
trailers  in  use  for  living  purposes. 

E.  Front  yard.  A  space  extending  for  a  full  width  of 
a  lot  between  the  extreme  front  line  of  a  building  and 
the  nearest  side  of  the  right  of  way. 

F.  Frontage  means  the  length  of  the  lot  bordering  on 
the  public  right  of  way. 
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G.  Junk  means  any  old  metals,  old  bottles,  cotton  or 
woolen  mill  waste,  unfinished  cloth,  unfinished  cotton  or 
woolen  mill  yarns,  old  paper  products,  old  rubber  pro- 
ducts, two  or  more  unregistered  motor  vehicles  which 
are  unfit  for  use  on  highways,  used  parts  and  materials 
or  motor  vehicles,  and  other  second  hand  articles,  the 
accummulation  of  which  is  detrimental  or  injurious  to 
the  neighborhood. 

H.  Nonconforming  building  or  structure.  A  noncon- 
forming building  or  structure  is  a  building  or  structure 
the  use  of  which,  in  whole  or  in  part,  does  not  conform 
to  the  use  regulations  of  the  district  in  which  the  build- 
ing or  structure  is  located. 

I.  Nonconforming  use.  A  nonconforming  use  is  a  use 
in  any  building  or  structure  which  does  not  conform  to 
the  use  regulations  of  the  district  in  which  such  use 

exists.

THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  School  District  in  the  Town 
of  Stratham  qualified  to  vote  in  district  affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Stratham 
Memorial  School  in  said  district  on  the  fourth  day  of 
March  1957,  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  to  act 
upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  years. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the 
ensuing  three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the 
School  Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  com- 
pensation of  any  other  officers  or  agents  of  the  District. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Com- 
mittees, or  officers  heretofore  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote 
relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in 
relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  Warrant. 

8.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  not  to  exceed  $85,000.  for  the  con- 
struction, equipment  and  furnishing  of  an  addition  of 
one  or  more  rooms  to  the  Elementary  School,  including 
necessary  alterations  to  the  present  school ;  and  whether 
the  District  will  vote  to  raise  all  or  any  portion  of  the 
sum  appropriated  through  the  issuance  of  serial  notes 
or  bonds  upon  the  credit  of  the  District  under  and  in 
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accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  33,  Revised 
Statutes  Annotated,  of  New  Hampshire ;  and  further  to 
authorize  the  School  Board  to  determine  the  interest 
rate  to  be  borne  by  said  notes  or  bonds ;  the  denomina- 
tions and  form  of  said  notes  or  bonds;  the  time  and 
place  of  payment  of  principal  and  interest,  and  terms  of 
sale ;  and  further  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  sign 
and  affix  the  seal  of  the  District  to  said  notes  or  bonds 
and  the  Treasurer  to  countersign  the  same ;  and  further 
to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  apply  against  this  ap- 
propriation the  $16,740.  now  held  in  reserve  for  the  Dis- 
trict by  the  Federal  Government. 

9.  If  the  preceding  article  is  adopted,  to  see  if  the 
District  will  continue  the  present  Committee  as  a 
Building  Committee  for  the  new  construction  and  to 
authorize  the  School  Board  acting  upon  the  advice  of 
the  Building  Committee,  to  execute  any  and  all  contracts 
or  agreements  necessary,  proper  and  advisable  in  con- 
nection with  this  construction. 

10.  To  see  if  the  District  will  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  make  application  for  and  to  receive  in  the 
name  of  the  District  such  advances,  grants  and  aid  or 
other  funds  for  educational  purposes  as  may  now  or 
hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  the  United  State  govern- 
ment or  any  State  agency. 

11.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  not  exceeding  $6000.  for  payments  of 
principal  and  interest  during  the  school  year  of  1957- 
1958  on  the  notes  or  bonds  if  any  such  are  raised  and 
appropriated  under  Article  8. 

12.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
School  Board  to  apply  the  sum  of  $955.  which  represents 
the  balance  of  Federal  Aid  receipts  since  July  1,  1956 
for  the  school  year  1956-1957,  for  teachers  bonuses 
and  necessary  repairs  to  the  school. 
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13.  To  see  what  action  the  District  will  vote  to 
take  regarding  the  possible  adoption  of  the  non-partisan 
ballot  system  for  the  District. 

14.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the 
salaries  of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for 
the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  District 
and  to  authorize  the  application  against  said  appro- 
priations of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received 
from  the  state  equalization  fund  together  with  other 
income ;  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the 
balance  between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropri- 
ations, which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the 
town. 

15.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally 
come  before  the  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  School  Board  of  Stratham,  New  Hampshire: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  ninth  annual  re- 
port as  superintendent  of  schools. 

The  school  year  1956-1957  began  with  the  following 
teaching  staff: 

Mrs.  Gwendolyn  Allen,  principal  and  teacher  of 
grades  5-6. 

Mrs.  Bertha  Wiggin,  grades  4-5. 
Mrs.  Gladys  Clements,  grades  2-3. 
Mrs.  Hilda  Barker,  grades  1-2. 
Mrs.  Eleanor  Henry,  music  teacher. 
Miss  Mary  Shea,  school  nurse. 

There  was  one  change  in  the  personnel  of  the 
previous  year.  Mrs.  Gwendolyn  Allen  of  Shirley  Mills, 
Maine,  replaced  Miss  Edna  Crane  as  principal  and 
teacher  of  the  upper  grades. 

The  staff  is  conscientious  and  dependable  and  is  work- 
ing hard  to  provide  good  training  for  the  boys  and 
girls. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  pay  tribute  to 
Miss  Edna  Crane  who  retired  last  June  after  serving 
the  community  as  a  teacher  for  over  thirty  years.  She 
wTas  always  sincere,  diligent  and  faithful  in  her  work. 
The  contribution  which  she  made  to  the  young  people 
of  this  district  is  immeasurable. 

The  plan  for  an  addition  to  the  building  which  has 
been  prepared  by  the  Building  Committee  and  approved 
by  the  district  is  in  my  opinion  a  very  good  one.  It  pro- 
vides for  four  additional  classrooms,   a  stage  for  the 
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present  auditorium,  a  larger  teachers'  room  and  storage 
space,  and  gang  toilets.  Eventually  Stratham  will  need 
a  classroom  for  each  grade  that  is  housed  in  the  district. 
I  sincerely  hope  that  the  citizens  will  vote  at  the  district 
meeting  to  construct  this  addition  so  that  every  effort 
can  be  made  to  have  it  ready  by  next  fall  at  which  time 
it  will  be  needed. 

The  action  taken  by  the  Exeter  School  Board  which 
will  require  the  Stratham  School  District  to  provide 
education  for  the  seventh  grade  starting  with  the 
next  school  year  and  for  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades 
as  of  September,  1958,  complicates  the  housing  prob- 
lem. 

One  solution  would  be  to  provide  permanent  housing 
for  these  grades  in  the  local  school  which  would  mean 
one  more  classroom  than  is  provided  in  the  proposed 
addition. 

Another  solution  would  be  to  think  in  terms  of  join- 
ing in  the  formation  of  a  Cooperative  School  District 
with  other  districts  in  the  area  to  build  a  Junior  High 
School  for  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades.  An  unofficial 
committee  representing  the  districts  of  Brentwood, 
East  Kingston,  Exeter,  Kensington,  Newfields  and 
Stratham  has  held  several  meetings  to  study  this  possi- 
bility. 

I  believe  that  at  the  school  district  meeting  the  next 
step  should  be  taken:  namely,  to  appoint  representa- 
tives to  form  an  official  committee  to  continue  the  study 
of  this  proposal. 

There  appear  to  be  certain  advantages  to  this  solu- 
tion of  the  problem  both  financially  and  educationally. 
Until  such  time  as  final  disposition  has  been  made  of 
this  possibility,  the  four  room  addition  to  the  present 
plant  would  seem  to  be  the  logical  solution  for  the 
present. 
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Application  has  been  made  for  Federal  Aid  under 
Public  Law  815  to  help  finance  the  cost  of  the  construc- 
tion. At  this  writing  word  has  been  received  that  the 
application  has  been  approved,  a  priority  rating  has 
been  given  to  it,  and  that  $16,740.00  in  Federal  funds 
has  been  reserved  tentatively  for  the  project  pending 
final  action  on  the  application. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Association  continues  its  active 
support  of  the  school  program. 

The  hot  lunch  program  is  capably  operated  by  Mrs. 
Naomi  Beairsto  and  Mrs.  Ruth  Young. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  reports  of  the  school  nurse 
and  the  music  teacher  and  to  the  tables  which  follow. 

I  extend  my  appreciation  to  the  citizens,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  School  Board  and  the  teachers  for  their 
continued  support  and  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

For  many  children  entering  the  first  grade,  the  mu- 
sical experiences  that  they  have  in  the  school  are  among 
their  first.  It  is  true  that  radio  and  television  give  chil- 
dren the  opportunity  of  listening  to  music,  and  this  is 
good  if  the  music  is  good.  Fortunate  are  those  children 
who  have  had  a  musical  environment  in  the  home  during 
their  pre-school  years. 

The  importance  of  the  classroom  teacher  in  the 
school  music  program  cannot  be  over-emphasized,  for  it 
is  she  who  can  provide  richness  in  the  lives  of  the 
children,  as  daily  musical  experiences  for  the  pupil 
must  be  provided  by  her.  Much  help  can  be  given  her 
with  a  record  player  and  some  good  records. 

As  music  educators  stress  the  importance  of  bodily 
response  to  music,  much  is  done,  especially  in  the  lower 
grades,  with  this  type  of  musical  experience.  Respond- 
ing to  music  through  various  types  of  rhythmic  ac- 
tivities, action  songs,  singing  games,  dancing  and  work 
with  rhythm  band  are  examples  of  this  type  of  activity. 

As  many  children  have  not  found  their  singing  voices 
when  they  first  enter  school,  work  to  obtain  this  result 
is  important. 

In  the  third  grade,  work  with  tonettes  is  begun.  This 
is  valuable  as  a  beginning  for  note-reading,  and  also 
often  gives  the  pupils  an  interest  in  studying  another 
instrument  later  on.  A  clarinet  instructor  recently  told 
a  new  pupil  that  he  thought  that  her  work  with  the 
tonette  in  school  had  been  a  big  help  to  her  in  learning 
to  play  this  new  instrument.  It  is  true  that  the  tonette 
and  clarinet  have  similar  features. 
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Learning  the  fundamentals  of  music,  note-reading, 
part-singing,  dancing,  listening  to  music  and  music  ap- 
preciation are  also  part  of  the  music  program. 

In  the  spring,  a  Mexican  musical  program  was  pre- 
sented at  the  schoolhouse  by  the  pupils  of  the  school. 
From  the  proceeds  of  this  program  new  records  were 
purchased  and  some  movies  for  the  visual-aid  program 
were  obtained. 

Previous  to  the  Christmas  vacation,  a  Christmas 
program  was  given  by  the  pupils,  for  their  parents  and 
friends. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Hoyt,  the  members  of 
the  School  Board,  the  P.T.A.,  the  teachers  and  the 
parents  for  their   co-operation.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

During  the  past  year  half  of  the  school  children  in 
Stratham  had  physical  examinations  under  the  super- 
vision of  Dr.  Tuthill,  pediatrician.  Many  remediable 
conditions  were  found  and  in  most  cases  these  have  al- 
ready been  attended  to  by  the  parents.  Some  have  been 
referred  to  special  clinics  if  such  have  been  available. 
Analysis  on  the  above  children  showed  none  with  a 
diabetic  or  kidney  condition. 

All  the  children  were  eligible  for  two  polio  shots  and 
the  vast  majority  have  received  these.  There  are  no 
plans  at  present  for  a  third  shot.  In  most  cases  this 
can  be  obtained  from  the  family  physician. 

The  second  half  of  the  children  will  have  physical  ex- 
aminations before  spring,  again  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  Tuthill. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  of  the  teachers  and  parents  for 
their  help  during  the  past  year,  and  especially  to  thank 
the  Parent  Teacher  Association  for  their  help  with  the 
examinations.
